VIENNA, Aug. 1.—The Official Gazette announces that Em- 
peror Francis-Joseph has ordered general mobilization of the 
army and navy, and has called the landsturm, a division of the re- 
serve forces, to the colors, owing to the mobilization ordered by 
Russia. 

The Gazette adds that the action has no aggressive tendency 
and is solely in the nature of a precautionary measure. 

Conversations between Russian and Austro-Hungarian 


diplomats were still under way last night. The Russian Ambas- 
sador yesterday had prolonged interviews at the Ballplatz. Al- 
though no reports of the ‘‘conversation’’ have been published, it 
still is contended that an European conflict is not inevitable.

Germany Announces Time Is Up. 

BERLIN, Aug. 1.—It was officially announeed today that 
the time limit of the German ultimatum to Russia expired at 
noon today. 

An official communication published today in the North 
German Gazette says the Russian Emperor on July 29, telegraphed 
to Emperor William, urgently requesting him to help in averting 
the misfortune of a European war and to try to restrain his 
ally, Austria-Hungary, from going too far. 

Emperor William replied that he would willingly take up 
the task of mediator and accordingly diplomatic action was 
initiated in Vienna. 

While this was in progress the news that Russia was mobil- 
igmg reached Berlin and Emperor William telegraphed to the 
Emperor of Russia that his role as mediator was by this en- 
dangered, if not made impossible. . 

The communication adds that a decision was to have been 
taken in Vienna today in regard to the mediation proposals, in 
which Great Britain had joined Germany, but that meanwhile 
Russia had ordered the full mobilization of her forces. Upon 


this Emperor William sent a last telegram to Emperor Nicholas, 


emphatically declaring that his own responsibility for the safety 
of the German Empire had forced him to take defensive measures. 


Bombardment of Belgrade Denied 


VIENNA, Aug. 1.—It was semi-officially announced last night 
that nothing of importance occurred at the seat. of war during the 
day. 


The statement denies that Austrian artillery bombarded the 
city of Belgrade, declaring that such a bombardment would be 
contrary to the usages of international law. Fire was only opened 
on combatant troops, it says, who used private houses as coring posi- 
tions. 


Russian-English Steamers Stopped 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 1.—Steamship communication be- 
tween St. Peterburg and England has been stopped. 
Patriotie demonstrations were repeated last night in front 
of the Admiralty and before the statue of Peter the Great. 

The only peaceful note heard here is that an extraordinary 
council of ministers was held at Peterhof last evening and that 
there was presented to it a modified situation, resulting chiefly 
from a communication by the German Ambassador, following 
messages exchanged between the Czar, the Kaiser and King 
George.

AMERICAN GOLD AT HOME 


Effort to Prevent Exportation to Europe May 
Work Hardship on Tourists— Suspension 
of Import Business Near.

the 300000 Americans abroad to get 
cash for their immediate wants. It was 
indicated teday in reports from abroad 
that, in the even of a general war and 
the suspension of payments by the 
banks, it would be impossible for Amer- 
ears to get cash on their letters of 
credit or travelers’ checks, 
Express companies, members of the 
American Bankers Association and rep- 
resentatives of foreign banks have an- 
nounced that they have discontinued the 
issuance of letters of credit or the sale 
of travelers’ checks, because, it was 
said, it was impossible to buy foreign 
exchange to cover them. 

Sufficient Balance Abroad. 
The express companies and banks an- 
nounced that every effort would be 
made to insure payment on al! out- 
standing checks. They explained that 
they had sufficient balances abroad to 
meet those demands. 
An almost complete suspension of the 
import business ot the country is near 
at hand, according to members of large 
importing firms. The canceling of the 
sallings of all vessels by German 
steamship lines yesterday was feared 
to be merely à rorerunner of more seri- 
ous obstacles to the importing trade. 
Great difficulty is expected to be ex- 
perienced in moving American exports 
because of the limited tonnage under 
United States registry of neutral flags. 


Rise in Exchange Rate. 

Still more ominous was the rise in the 
rate of exchange abroad. This feature 
of the war situation reached such pro- 
tertions that large importing houses 
lasued cable orders to stop buying goods 
on the other side. In many instances 
goods have been advanced from 10 to 
1 per cent in Burope the present week. 
Apart from the inability of foreign 
manufacturers. and exporters to fill or- 
ders stands the probable prohibition of 
the interested governments of many 
lines of‘exports. Germany issued a de. 
cree of this kind yesterday and import- 
ers said they looked for similar action 
by the other European Powers. 

The situation confronting importers 
contains elements never before met 
with in the business here. 

The New York Stock Exchange, which 
closed yesterday for an indefinite pe-

The bill, which had been unanimously 
adopted by the Senate, would amend 
the currency law by modifying that 
Clause compelling banks of national 
currency associations, in order to avail 
themselves of the issue of a half-bil- 
lion of emergency money, to have out- 
standing currency notes, secured by 
United States bonds to an amount not 
less than % per cent of a bank’s cap- 
ital. The amendment would authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury, in his 
direction, to ignore this restriction. 
Lack of a quorum in the House Com- 
mittee delayed consideration of the 
bill. The House adjourned to Monday.

Vessels Affected by Order. 

The seven vessels of the Hamburg- 

American Line’s Atlas service whose 
suspension was ordered today, are Prinz 
Joachim, which was to have sailed, at 
noon today with 55 passengers; the 
Gracia, due here next Wednesday from 
the West Indies; the Allemania, which 
sailed yesterday; the Prinz Sigismund 
last reported at Santiago, Cuba, on July 
30; the Prinz Eitel Friedrich, now at 
Fortune Island; the Prinz Auguste Wil- 
helm, due at Port of Columbus to- 
morrow, and the Virginia. 
Orders were issued to the commanders 
of these vessels, with the exception of 
the Allemanta, to complete their present 
sailing routes so far as practicable and 
to remain in American ports as soon 
as they were reached during the regu- 
lar itinerary of their trips. It was 
considered likely that the entire fleet 
would be ordered eventually to New 
York. 


At hotels in this city are scores of 
foreigners and Americans who had 
booked passage on the Vaterland, 
which was to have started on her trip 
across the Atlantic today. The can- 
cellation of the sailing of the Vater- 
land and other vessels by the Ham- 
burg-American and the North Ger- 
man-Lloyd lines also forced thou 
sands of persohs who had booked 
passage either from American or 
European ports to abandon their 
trips or seek passage on vessels of 
other lines. 

Among those who sought hotel quar- 
ters when the Vaterland was hefd up 
are many foreigners of rank, several of 
whom are officers in the armies of their 
respective countries. 

It was said at the Hamburg-American 
Line offices that the Imperator, sched- 
uled to sail for this port yesterday, had 
been booked almost to her capacity and 
that the loss of the Ife in passage 
money alone would be at least $250,000. 
A prominent marine official said to- 
day that the next 24 hours may witness 
a rush to American ports of hundreds 
of freight and passenger steamships reg- 
istered under the flags of the various 
countries involved, or to be involved in 
the European crisis. He explained that 
if war becomes a certainty, the only ab- 
solute protection to be offered merchant 
vessels registered under the flags of the 
warring countries will de in neutral 
ports. 

Officials of the American Steamship 
Association, composed of various coast- 
wise lines are disturbed by the news 
from Washington that a movement was 
on foot there to present an emergency 
message to Congress which would en-

to obtain American register. 
Fears Injury te Merchant Marine. 


H. B. Raymond, president of the asso- 
clation, said he feared that any hasty 
action on the part of Congress might 
permanently injure the American mer- 
chant marine. 

“At the present time, under the Pan- 
ama act of 1912, Mr. Raymond said, 
“any foreign-built “ship which at the 
time of its application for admittance 
to the American register is not more 
than five years old, can become an 
American vessel. Its officers must be 
American citizens, however, and it can 
enter into all trades except the coast- 
wise trade. Only American ships can 
enter the coastwise trade. 

“The association fears that unless Con- 
gress uses the proper deliberation, in 
considering any measure to cover the 
threatened European war a blow at 
American shipping may be struck. For 
instance, the legislative body of the 
nation must be careful in revising any 
marine legislation to see that no error 
occurs by which these foreign - vessels 
are allowed in the coastwise trade. 


American Tourists in Emgiand Pay 
Premium fer Passages Home. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—American tourists 
in England entirely gave up their sight- 


seeing trips today and flocked to Cock- 
spur street, where the headquarters 
of the transatlantic steamship compa- 
nies are situated, to try to book passage 
home. 

The one object of the American trav- 
elers appeared to be to get home as 
soon as possible. 

Maximum rates were charged by all 
the companies and many passengers paid 
high premiums for tickets to those who 
held them but preferred taking the 
profit in the hope of getting home later 
at a lower rate. 

The French transatiantic line and the 
North German Lloyd Line still accepted 
bookings for their steamers today, but 
most of the would-be passengers seemed 
to prefer British vessels. 

The Hamburg-American and other 
German companies have ordered their 
vessels in all parts of the world to seek 
neutral ports.

Eugene Rodemich, Ragtime 
Paderewski,’’ Returns From 
London Triumph.

Appeared at Marlborough Duch- 
ess’ Affair and at Duchess 
of Westminster's Home. 


Eugene F. Rodemich, sometimes called 
“the ragtime Paderewski. has returned 
to hts home, 1734A Chouteau avenue, aft- 
er six months in London as a partner 
on the stage with Elsie Janis, and as a 
tutor to the English public and nobility 
in the art of syncopated music. 

He relates he was engaged to play at 
an entertainment at the bome of the 
Duchess of Westminster, and that he 
approached a distinguished gentleman 
with a request for a cigarette. The 
other, with a polite bow, produced a 
gold case blazing with diamonds and 
proffered a cigarette almost as large as 
a cigar. As Rodemich lighted it he saw 
it bore a crest and the words in En- 
glish: “Grand Duke Michael.” He was 
the brother of the Czar of Russia, for 
whom a special brand of cigarettes is 
made by a London tobacconist. 

Rodemieh was so overwhelmed he 
smoked the cigarette, forgetting to save 
it as a souvenir, and could scarcely re- 
ply to the remarks of his royal vis-a-vis 
concerning the excellence of the enter- 
tainment. The Grand Duke had arrived 
too late to hear the St. Louisan play 
and did not recognize him as a musician. 


In Great Demand at London Clubs. 
With Miss Janis, Rodemich appeared 


at a charity affair given by the Duchess 
of Marlborough, who was Miss Consuelo 
Vanderbilt, and also at an entertain- 
ment given by Lord Lonsdale. He was 
also in demand at the Logdon clubs, in- 
cluding the Four Hundred and the Lo- 
tus. 

Before his engagement with Miss Janis 
began, Rodemich appeared at the Vic- 
toria Palace Theater with Val Harris, 
a young singer from San Francisco. Al- 
though the St. Loulsan had played in- 
numerable times in public in St. Louis, 
this was his debut on the stage. 

He was startled when, at the end of 
their song, a sonorous voice in the pit 
shouted: Core! and the cry was taken 
up all over the theater. He had for a 
moment visions of a shower of apple 
cores, carrots and cabbages, but it final- 
ly dawned on him the word was an ab- 
breviation of encore.“ 

During the recent Henley regatta, 
Rodemich and Harris were engaged by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt to provide music 
for a party on his palatial houseboat 
on the Thames. It was on the night 
after Harvard had won the meet, and 
among the guests were the Harvard 
and Oxford crews. 

Attracted by the music, hundreds of 
punts lined up about the houseboat, and 
were lashed together so as to form a 
bridge of boats reaching almost across 
the river. Acquaintances stepped across 
from boat to boat to pay visits. The 
choruses of the American songs were 
taken up by those in the punts, and 
Rodemich says the swelling of a thou- 
sand voices over the dark river was the 
most thrilling experience he ever had. 


Paris Up-to-Date in Our Music. 
Rodemich says that Lendon, although 


adoring ragtime, is far behind the times, 
the songs now the rage there having 
been favorites in St. Louis as long as 
seven years ago. In Paris, he found the 
public more up-to-date in the matter of 
American songs. 

In his act with Miss Janis, Rodemich 
seated himself in the audience, while 
she attempted to give a version of the 
tango. She would stop and complain 
that her accompanist did not play with 
the proper vim, and call for a velun- 
teer. This was the signal for Rode- 
mich to advance and show the London- 
ers how to put the proper American tang 
in tango. The act took so well that 
Rodemich was engaged fer many pri- 
vate affairs at homes and clubs, and 
was offered opportunities which would 
have kept him in London permanently. 
But he grew homesick for St. Louis and 
returned, arriving Thursday night.

SOCIALIST LEADER 
G1 AIN BY ASSASSIN 


Shot to Death in Cafe by Man 
Believed to Be Deranged, for 
Opposing Military Law. 


PARIS, Aug. 1—Jean Leon Juares, 
noted Socialist leader, was assassinated 
in a small cafe near the Bourse last 
night by a man who is believed to be 
mentally unbalanced. The slayer, who 
was captured and identified as Raoul 
Villain, 29 years old, gave as the reason 
for his act the opposition of Juares to 
the three-year military law. Villain is 
said to be a son of a clerk in the Civil 
Court at Rheims. 


Juares was seated at a table near an 
open window, facing the Rue Mont- 
matre, chatting with several Socialist 
deputies and the editors of his paper, 
L’Humanite, when the curtain covering 
the window was brushed aside and a 
hand holding’ a revolver was thrust 
through. 

Before Jaures could move he received 
two bullets in the back of the head, 
and he fell forward, dead, on the table. 
Passers by seized the assassin. In his 
pocket was another loaded revolver. The 
police rescued him from the crowd, 
which shouted Death to the assassin!” 


Tella Why He Killed Jaures. 

“If I have come to do this act,“ VII- 
lain said, it is because Jaures de- 
trayed the country in leading the cam- 
paign against the three-year military 
law. I believe one must punish traitors 
and if I can give my life to such a 
cause I shall feel my duty has been 
accomplished.”’ 

Villain declared he did not belong to 
the revolutionary or reactionary leagues, 
but acted of his own accord in decid- 
ing to slay Jaures. He said he was a 
student of archeology and that his 
mother had been in an insane asylum 2 
years. He will be examined by an 
alienist, in the belief that his mind is 
affected. 

Jaures, who for years had been one of 
the most prominent Socialist leaders in 
Europe, had returned Thursday from 
Brussels, where he attended the inter- 
national Socialist conference to protest 
againet war. 

The Government took official notice 
of the crime by ordering a proclama- 
tion, signed by Premier Viviani, posted 
on the walls of Paris. It denounces the 
murder of Jaures and counsels the peo 
ple not to give way to agitation and 
throw the city into disorder. 


Always Opposed Militariem. 

Jaures was born in 1889. He always 
was a strong opponent of militarism 
and capitalists and a firm believer that 
international peace duld be main- 
tained only by the economic relations 
of the werld. A sensation was created 
in France and Germany in 185 by the 
refusal of Emperor William to permit 
Jaures to deliver an address to the So- 
clalists in Berlin. He was to have 
spoken on the task of the socia) 
democracy in the preservation of the 
world’s peace and the solidarity of the 
international proletariat. The speech, 
published later in L’Humanite, was 4 
powerful appeal to Socialists to adopt 
a common program against militarism 
and the capitalists.

“I explained to 
him that my wife had been sick during 
the last two years, that I had spent 
more than $600 to try to cure her, and 
that I was trying at the same time to 
pay for my little home. 


Told to Make Speeches. 
Recorder Joy took the $50 and said: 
Maybe you can give me $0 later.’ I 
told him I had given all I could afford. 
That was Friday of last week. I left 
his office, after telling him I was doing 
everything I could to have him renomi- 
nated. 

Last Monday Recorder Joy called me 
into his private office and demanded 
that I go out and make speeches for 
him. I refused.

BRANDES ON NIETZSCHE, 

HEN Fredrich Nietzsche was ob- 
W cure and neglected by all of 

Europe, he was discovered by 2% 

kindred spirit who was in some respects 
as peculiar as the German philosopher. 
With that keen individualism of tho 
North, George Brandes sensed in 
Nietzsche a philosopher of the future. 
At first he did not take kindly to every- 
, He did not 
like his ideas, particularly as to women 
and anarchism. Nor did he like his treat- 
ment of some of the men from whom 
Nitzsche gained inspiration. But he 
liked the general tenor of his works. 
So he wrote his famous essay on “Aris- 
tocratic Radicalism.’’ The characteriza- 
tion pleased Nietzsche greatly. In this 
essay Brandes gives an insight into 
Nietzsche's work. 
This essay, supplemented by two or 
three shorter ones and several letters 
which passed between Brandes and 
Nietzsche, have been gathered and pub- 
lished under the title Friedrich Nietz- 
sche.“ The translation into English is 
by A. G. Chater and is well done. 
The volume will be enjoved by those 
who know the work of the German phil- 
osopher. It will be enjoyed by those 
who are not well acquainted. with 
Nietzsche because it is written as an in- 
troduction of the author to the Danish 
people. who had not even heard his nama 
at that time. The correspondence will 
be relished. In it one can easily ses 
that Brandes is the sane man. Brandes 
maintains that Nietzsche's insanity 
should not be held against his earlier 
works, which were written when the 
autho; was not unbalanced. He is in 
error. One can easily trace poor Nietz- 
sche’s megalomania even in his early let- 
ters. It is merely a question of degree. 
Brandes exhibits much wrath against 
Max Nordau, who has told some un- 
pleasant truths about Nietzsche. That 
Nordau was very much nearer to the 
truth in what he said is generally rec; 
ognized now. Brandes could not see it 
at that time and he cannot see it now 
because he, too, suffers somewhat from 
the “persecution” idea, fearing that all 
of literary Europe is in league against 
him. 
An unusual man is George Brandes. 
This makes his work about another pe- 
cullar genius especially interesting. He 
writes with a fascination all his own 
and is worth reading, whether one 
agrees with him or not. (Macmillan Co.)

PASSES AT CAPE COD. 
The canal cut through Oape Cod is comploted 
to shipping. So far no demand has 
for the exemption of any class or de- 
scription of vessel property from the payment of 
tolls. A uniform chatge of 10 cents a ton will be 
made and it will be paid by the vessel owners 
who save money by using the canal. No free 
passes will be issued. 

The Cape Cod Canal was bullt and is owned by 
a private company. A proposal that any lessen- 
ing in revenue due to the exemption of affluent 
vessels interests well able to pay should be taken 
from the pockets of the canal s#tockholéers, who 
have already risked much money in constructing 
the waterway, would arouse their indignation. 

It is to be feared that these Cape Cod Canal 
stockholders are unpatriotic. They are “reversing 
history.” In some way or other, though the pub- 
lic may not see it, they are truckling to England 
and making an abject surrender of American in- 
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dependence and American institutions.

Business experts are discussing the advantages 
and disadvantages to America promised as & re- 
sult of a general European war. They are right 
in their assumption that we could not escape a 
large share of the business loss. No destruction 
of values on such a sale, Whether by war of 
earthquake or conflagration, can take place With- 
out strengthening in some degree in all lands the 
forces that check prosperity and tend to impov- 
erishment. , 

But there would be benefits. The immigration 
problem would be solved for years to come. Con- 
gress could cease to bother itself about educational 
tests or other restrictions. No movements from 
the countries that now supply the greater portion 
of our immigrants could take place. 

The tide of American travel to Hurope would 
also be almost entirely dammed up. The anndal 
expenditure there of hundreds of millions of 
money by our travelers would ceas6, perhaps 
might never be renewed in the magnitudes of the 
past. Our inveterate tourists, obliged, of course, 
to go somewhere, would have to é¢éhfine their 
travels to this country and might come to like it. 
Admittedly the seeing-America-first habit, which 
patriotic ones have labored hopefully but unste- 
cessfully to establish, would get an enormous im- 
petus. 

Then, with the principal European maritime na- 
tions at war and their merchant ships, Which do 
practically all of our oceah carrying, laid ap to 
avoid capture, we would have a moving object 
lesson on the paucity of oar own shipping. We 
would be compelled to begin building ships of our 
own with frantic haste, to prevent a veritable 
embargo on our foreign commerce. The War could 
not continue long without the transfer to our flag 
of many vessels now safling under the flags of the 
several belligérents. The influence that caused 
American ships to disappear from the sea during 
and after the Ctvil War would now operate in our 
favor. 

Of all benefits the war may have for as, this 
ia the most important. Our oceah-cafrying trade, 
once recovered, could not be wrested from us on 
the restoration of peace. Recent changes in our

navigation lawé would make the transfer to our 


flag easy. 
How the blocking of the Mediterranean would 


give traffic via our canal a great impetus from 
its very opening is, of course, éasy to be ,seen.
